DRIVER TAKES GIRL 
TO CITY HOSPITAL 


Declares Accident Was 
Unavoidable — Police

An impulsive dash from behind a 
patked automobile. which hid her 
vision, into the street in front of her 
home, Friday night cost the life of 
Frances Hinds, 10, daughter of Mr.

Accident Unavoidable. 

Avery told police he could not avoid 
the child, as she rushed into the 
street, and that she, in fact, ran into 
his car. 

W. J. Orr, of 16 Hightower street, 
who was sitting in the parked car 
~ from behind which the victim of the 
accident suddenly appeared, corrobor- 
ated Avery's statement. He helped 
pick up the injured child and took 
her parents to the hospital. 

Police who are investigating the 
accident had not made a case against 
Avery Friday night. 

Accident Victim Disappears. 

Atlanta police are investigating a 
collision between an automobile and 
a motorcycle, which occurred Friday 
night at the intersection of Hurt 
street and Euclid avenue, in which the 
motorcyclist is believed to have been 
seriously inured. The wheel, badly 
damaged, was found by the officers 
near the scene of the accident. 

According to witnesses of the acci- 
dent, the rider of the motorcycle was 
picked up by unidentified persons in 
the automobile, who sped away. Hos- 
pitals of the city have been combed 
but no trace of the victim had been 
found late Friday night. 

A complete description of the auto- 
mobile was furnished officers and ar- 
rests on charges of reckless dtiving 
are expected shortly, police stated.

SARTAIN AND RIEHL

Made to Fletcher. 


Savannah bootlegger prisoners serv- 
ing sentences for violating the fed- 
eral prohibition law were feature wit- 
nesses at Friday's session of the trial 
of L. J. Fletcher and Father Thomas 
P, Hayden, former officials of the 
federal prison, and headed by Willie 
Haar and Graham Baughn, they told 
details of alleged payments of $10,500 
for which they received special privi- 
leges. Willie Haar said the $10,500 
was a “legitimate loan” he had made 
to former Warden Albert E. Sartain 
and former Deputy Warden Fletcher, 
while Baughn said the amount repre- 
sented $1,500 each for seven Savan- 
nah prisoners who were to be given 
“easy assignments” for this money. 

Willie* Haar’s testimony related to 
the. same transaction on which former 
Warden Sartain and Lawrence Riehl, 
of Columbu®, Ohio, his friend, were 
convicted on bribery charges last Fb- 
ruary. Under cress examination 
Willie Haar admitted he did not know 
that Fietcher ever received any money 
for granting special privileges and that 
he had never given Fletcher any 
money for special privileges. He said 
Father Hayden had visited Savannah 
and arranged for payment of $10,500 
which was made to Riehl, ostensibly 
for Sartain, it was set out. 

Haar’s Brother Called. 

Ernest Haar, Savannah lawyer 
brother of Willie Haar, but ~ot :n- 
volved in any of the liquor charges, 
testified that he paid Fletcher $3,500 
on behalf of kis brother. He declared 
he understccd the payment was part 
of a “legitimate loan” Willie Haar- 


was making to Sartain and Fletcher. 
and part of the money was to be used 


by Fletcher in opening an ice busin“ss 
in Miami, Fla. 

According to Willie Haar’s testi- 
mony the $3,500 payment was a part 
of the $10,500 tu be paid Sartain. He 
said Fletcher offered te give a note 
for the $3,500 dnd that his brother, 
Ernest Haar, went from the federal 
prison to Atlanta to get blank notes to 
be filled out for the money. Willie 
Haar said he then suggested that no 
notes be given until after the investi-

NEW BILLS FLOOD 
INTO LOWER HOUSE 


Action on Important 
Changes Proposed in 
House Rules Deferred 
Until Tuesday.

Governor Clifford Walker will de- 
liver his inaugural address this 
morning before a joint session of the 
general assembly and will be formally 
sworn in at the beginning of his sec- 
ond term as governor of the state. 

The house is to convene at 10 
o'clock and it is probame_ that 
the joint session will begin at 
11 o'clock. Governor Walker, in 
his inaugural speech, will touch 
only in general terms, it is under- 
stood, on the problem of tax reform, 
devoting his address to a resume of 
couditions in the state and a call for 
better educational faciltties for chil- 
dren in the rural and urban districts 
of the state. 

The governor has announced that 
he will lay his program for tax re- 
form for Georgia before the assembly 
in a second address to be delivered 
probably some time next week. 

The session of the house Friday 
morning was featured by the first 
introduction of new bills during the 
session and by a brief but sharp clash 
over amendments to the rules. 

Rule Changes Proposed. 

Charges were made that the amend- 
ments to the rules, which involve cer- 
tain important changes, were ceing 
pushed before some of the members 
had an opportunity te study them. 
Representative Dykes, of Dooly, who 
is to be vice chairman of the rules 
committee, moved, however, that the 
proposed amendments be printed and 
copies furnished to all members and 
final action on the new rules was 
then postponed until next Tuesday. 

Unofficial information Friday add- 
ed two more names to prospective 
chairmen of important committees. It 
was stated that Representative J. W. 
Culpepper, of Fayette county, is to be 
chairman of general judiciary No. 1, 
while Representative J. E. Hyman, of 
Washington, county, is slated for the 
chairmanship of general judiciary 
No. 2. 

Unanimous acceptance of the invi- 


tation of several north Georgia coun- 
ties to attend a barbecue at Neel’s 
Gap, in Union county, on July 4, was 
voted by the house Friday. This bar-_ 
becue is to commemorate the opening 
of the new scenic highwav over the 
Blue Ridge mountains and the legis- 
lators will go from Atlanta by auto- 
mobile.

proved by Chamber. 


GOVERNMENT GETS 
LARGE MAJORITY 


Bank of France Authoriz- 
ed To Issue Six Billion 
More Francs for Bene- 
fit of State’s Credit.

Paris, June 27.—(Saturday.)—Fi- 
nance Minister Caillaux’s plan to pre- 
vent bankruptcy of the French govern- 
ment was accepted by the chamber of 
deputies early this morning by a vote 
of 328 to 119. 

The vote. was one of confidlence in 
the Painleve government, rather than 
on the fjnancial program itself, and 
it was taken after Painleve had an- 
nounced his cabinet would resign un- 
less the chamber accepted Caillaux’s 
program. 

The project was passed by the cham- 
ber, article by article, but Painleve 
placed the question of confidence in 
his cabinet on the second article, 
which provides for approval of pre- 
vious Bank of France advances and 
authorizes a new issue of 6,000,000,- 
000 frances to the state. 

In Session All Night. 

Again the chamber voted confidence, 
373 to 36, on the third article, provid- 
ing for the bond consolidation loan, 

One hundred and sixty deputies ab- 
stained from voting. Most of them 
were socialists. 

The deputies sat until dawn. Cail- 
laux chose further inflation as a reme- 
dy instead of the capital levy. plan 
advocated by the socialists and bitter- 
ly opposed by the bourgeois. Painleve 
and Caillaux explained in speeches 
preceding the vote that the 6,000,- 
000,000 francs inflation authorized 
by the minister's financi program 
was to meet immediate pafments only, 
and did not presage inflationist 


policy, but instead.wa 


avoided. 
Bill Goes. fo Senate. 

The bill now will go to the senate 
for immediate action in an effort to 
make it a law before the bourse opens 
Monday. 

Adoption of Caillaux’s program is 
a triumph for the minister who spent 
the last years of the war in. prison, 
charged with treason, and who es- 


caped a firing squad only by fortu- 
nate delay in his trial. He was de- 
prived of citizenship and exiled from 
Paris and the other principal cities 
of France when his trial finally was 
held, only to be relieved of exile and 
reinstated to citizenship by the late 
Herriot government. ‘Then Caillaux 
was summoned to a cabinet positior 
by Painleve, Herriot’s successor, be- 
eause he was believed to be the only 
financier sufficiently astute to extri- 
cate France from the financial mess 
into which she had floundered in-a 
wild chase after reparations gold. 


Caillaux’ Talk Brief. 


Placed by peculiar circumstances in 
a role of dramatic potentialities for 
political aggrandizement such as few 
men ever can hope to achieve, the 
dapper Caillaux, in a speech, disap- 
pointed his early morning audience 
with a puny exhibition of the financial 
miracle man in action. He spoke from 
the tribune shortly before the vote 
was taken. 

Caillaux spoke briefly, with the 
mannerisms of a second-rate actor, 
raising and lowering his effeminate 
voice, producing exaggerated gesticu- 
lations. He seemed not to have studied 
his speech and occasionally was com- 
pelled to read from hastily jotted 
notes, Dressed in black, & departure 
“from his usual colorful garb, Cail- 
laux’s sombre garments, bald head and 
red, perspiring hands created an odd 
picture on the tribune. 

“I hope to relieve the treasury of

10 BE INTRODUCED 
IN LEGISLATURE 


Golucke in\ House and 
Foster in Senate Will 
Sponsor Important 
Measure. 


RESULT OF DRIVE 
BY CONSTITUTION 


State-Wide Sentiment 
Against Constitutional 
Protection of Outlaw 
Gun Growing. 


A bill designed to outlaw the deadly 
hip-pocket pistol in Georgia will be 
introduced duging the present session 
of the legislature, it was learned Fri- 
day. This measure will be introduced’ 
in the house by Representative Alvin 
G. Golueke, of Taliaferro county, and 
in the senate by Senator Albert 
Foster, of Madison. 

This is one of the most important 
measures which will come Before the 
1925 ‘general assembly,. inasmuch as 
it ‘is designed to do away with 
promiscuous carrying of deadly weap- 
ons in Georgia, a practice which 
practically all court judges have de- 
elared is responsible for the great 
proportion of homicides in this state. 

The two measures are directly the 
result of The Constitution’s highly 
successful campaign staged early this 
year to arouse public sentiment 
against the menace of the concealed 
pistol. At that time thousands of citi- 
zens in all parts of Georgia, legisla- 
tors, judges, civic organizations, relig- 
ious orders and scores of others of a 
similar nature entered definite protest 
against the presént lax method of con- 
trolling “pistol-toting,” and voiced 
heagty approval of The Constitution's 
fight for more stringent regulations. 

Among the scores of legislators ex- 


proposal were Representative Golucke 
and Senator Foster, who formally an- 
nounced several months ago that. they 


would introduce measures at this ses- 
sion of the legislature to curb the out- 
law gun. 


To Press For Action. 


They assert that they will keep ac- 
tively behind the bills which will be 
introduced at an early date, with a 
view to securing prompt action on the 
measures, 

The bill as prepared calls for an 
amendment to the state constitution. 

It provides simply that paragraph 
22, section 1, article 1, of the state 
constitution be amended by inserting 
between the words “power to pre- 


which arms may be borne” the fol- 
lowing words: ““The character of and,” 
so that said section and paragraph, 
when amended by this act, shall read 
as follows: “The right of the people 
to keep and bear arms shall not be 
infringed, but the general assembly 
shall have the power to prescribe the 
character of and the manner in which 
arms may be owned or borne, or 
either.” 

This bill is considered one of the 
most forward-looking steps that can 
be taken by any state toward restric- 
tion of promiscuous ownership and 
carrying’ of pistols. In addition to 
The Constitution’s stirring campaign,

CAPTURE MADE BY DRY 6°. ON GULF COAST 


Of British Schooner Seized 


Mobile, hie. June °6,—(P)—Mak- 
ing what is believed to be a record 
for a single-handed capture since the 
United States coast guard opened war 
on rum smuggling several weeks ago, 
an alleged liquor schooner and six 
small boats, alo with a whisky 
cargo, estimated to be worth $720,000 
at retail bootleg prices, were towed 
into Mobile tonight, following their 
seizure by the coast guard cutter 
Saukee. Twenty-three men were 
brought into port as prisoners and 
lodged in the county jail for safe 
keeping. 

Constituting the liquer cargo were 
nearly 6,000 cases of alcohol and as- 
sorted whisky, valued at $60 a case, 
it was stated. The capture was made 
Wednesday night about 20 miles west- 
erly from Southwest Pass, La., offi- 
cers of the Saukee said. The Saukee, 
which had left here earlier in the week 
on a cruise of the gulf rum row dis- 
tricts, surprised the boats while the 
contraband s were being unloaded 
from the schooner, it was stated. 

The scfooner is the Marion Adams, 
a British registry craft of 99 tons net, 
whose home port was announced Aas

| ‘nder the constitution of this 
‘state, adopted in 1798 and at that time 
‘in force, the Georgia legislature in 
(1887 passed an act restricting and 
| prohibiting the ownership and carry- 
‘ing of the pistol. But this constitu- 
(tion did not have in it ‘that section 
‘now embraced in the present consti- 
‘tution, which gives to the people the 
j right to keep and bear arms. Con- 
‘ditions which developed following the 
|civil war, caused the constitutional 
convention in 1877 to embody in that 
instrument the section now protect- 
ing the pistol—the section which 
gives the people the right to keep and 
bear arms. I would not remove that 
section, but I would amend it, and 
that it is the sole purpose of my bill, 
so that the legislature can enjoy a 
'ereater liberty of action, in describing 
the ‘character’ of arms which may 
be owned or borne or either. Given 
that greater liberty of action, subse- 
quent legislatures then may _ pass 
such restrictive legislation on the pis- 
tol as may seem wise to them. My 
bill merely gives subsequent legisla- 
tures this greater liberty of action, 
and that is_the sole purpose of my 
bill. 

Federal Constitution Clause. 


“The federal constitution embraces 

a section on the right of the people 
to keep and bear arms very similar 
to that embodied in our state consti- 
tution. But the ‘supreme court of 
the. United States held in the case of 
U. S. vs. Cruikshank, 92 U. S. 542, 
that the provision in the federal con- 
stitution merely prevents and pro- 
hibits the federal congress from inter- 
fering with the right of the people 
to keep and bear arms, and does not 
prevent or prohibit a state from pass- 
ing restrictive legislation. This case 
was followed by the later case of 
Presser vs. U. S., 116 U. 8S. 265, up- 
holding the decision in the former 
case. 
“There are some who look to the 
federal congress to remedy the sit- 
uation, but so long as this section re- 
mains in the federal constitution they 
will look to this source in vain. If 
the promiscuous use of the pistol is 
restricted, it must be by the state, 
and so long as the present constitu- 
tional provision remains unamended, 
no legislation at all satisfactory can 
be But remove this present 
constitutional protection, then future 
legislatures can handle the subject 
with complete liberty of action,—as 
the general assembly did in 1837, 
when they were unhampered by the 
constitutional provision referred to 
above.—and then we may expect to 
obtain satisfactory legislation on the 
pistol, and not before.”

The Island of Borkum, German ter- 
ritory, lying to the northeast of Hol- 
'land, has been more or less fashion- 
able bathing resort of late years.

But 
the height of’ its “fame” lies in the 
so-called “Borkum song,” an anti- 
Semitic hymn of hate, which was for- 
bidden in Germany for a time, but 
from which the ban has now been 
lifted by a court order. A _ yvisitor 
to Germany, who made a _ profound 
study of life there, recently told 
this writer that the anti-Semites de- 
light in stopping little Jewish chil- 
dren on the street to ask them 


(Why did you crucify Jesus?) To 
which the youngsters reply “Ich 
habe’s nicht getan.” (1 didn’t do it.) 
A paper recently published the names 
of prominent Jews for whom it rec- 
ommended “Rathenau treatment.” It 
will be recalled that Dr. Rathenau 
Was assassinated by the order of a 
professedly anti-Semitic organization. 
And yet the Jew is formally and 
legally secure in Germany. The Ger- 
man people who are making such 
splendid headway on the road to 
democracy should realize the histor- 
‘ical truth that the freedom and se- 
eurity of the Jew has always been 
the barometer of civilization, culture, 
prosperity and democracy.

BILL TO BROADEN 
MUNICIPAL COURT 
SCOPE PREPARED 


A bill to increase salaries of at- 
taches of the municipal court of At- 
Janta and to broaden the scope of its 
jurisdiction will be introduced in 
the legislature in a few days. An- 
nouncement of this proposed meas- 
ure was made exclusively in The Con- 
stitution last Thursday, together with 
the scale of increases to be asked. 

Increases asked inelude judges, 
clerk, marshal, deputy clerks and dep- 
uty marshals. he court would be 
granted jurisdiction in cases involving 
not more thah $22,500, excepting suits 
for damages to the person or reputa- 
tion, instead of being limited to $1,000 
cases as at present. It would also 
extend the court’s jurisdiction to all 
of Fulton county, instead of limit- 
ing it to the city of Atlanta, as at 
present, 

It is understood that the Fulton 
delegation is divided on this bill and 
that the board of county commission- 
ers has adopted a “hands-off” atti- 
tude. Under the new salary law in 
Fulton county, the board has author- 
ity to raise salaries of the judges, 
clerk and marshal, but not other offi- 
cials of the court.

“Now ‘that I have a little grasp of 

what is meant by the ‘survival of 

the fittest.’ I am asking next about 

‘natural selection,’” I then said. 


“Natural selection,” said Mr. Bur- 
bank, “is the process that takes place 
when plants or animals fail or suc- 
ceed in the struggle for existence and 
the survival of the fittest-is the re- 
sult of natural selection—that ia, 
those best adapted te their surround- 
ings. 

“The scientific terms—‘natural se- 
lection,’ ‘survival of the fittest,’ ‘va- 
riation,’ ‘evolution’ — are simple 
enough, but the average man is apt 
to pass them over as too difficult, 
when a little time and thought would 
make them perfectly clear. 


“Take the word evolution, for in- 
stance, which simply means a develop- 
ment from the lowest forms of plants 
or animals to higher forms. And this 
development or unfolding took place 
in the course of the struggle for ex- 
istence which has gone on since the 
work] began. 

“This struggle for existence forced 
all living and growing organisms to 
adapt themselves to changes of sur- 
ronndings in order to live at gee 
this necessigy for adaptation caus 
changes or variations, which was the 
beginning of difference forms and 
species. 

“The old types stayed in the old 
surroundings to which they were ad- 
justed and where they were not oblig- 
el to chahge, while the progressive 
tynes branched off and adapted them- 
selves to new surroundings. 

“After many generations they he- 
came a new species, while the inter- 
mediate types or ‘missing links’ which 
were adapted to neither new nor old 
environment, disappeared. 

“Life is self-expression, a challenge 
to environment, beginning with elec- 
trons. and crystals and ending with 
man and all intermediate forms of 
plants and animals are stages in the

CommodityPrice Declines Continue] *

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Continued recession in wholesale 
prices is shown for May by informa- 
tion gathered in representative mar- 
kets by the Unjted States department 
of labor..The department’s index num- 
ber, probably the most comprehensive 
price index, including, as it does, 404 
commodities, declined to 155.2 for 
May from the 156.2 mark of the pre- 
ceding month. Since 1913 is the base 
year, this means that May prices 
were 55.2 per cent abeve. pre-war 
levels. 

In commenting upon the prices of 
the month, the labor department notes 
that while prices in all groups. of 
commodities except house furnishings 
and miscellaneous goods averaged 
lower than during April, the de- 
creases in all cases were slight. In 
only one group, metals and metal 
products, was the decrease more than 
1 per cent. Farm preducts and cloth- 
ing materials were three-fourths of 1 
per cent cheaper during May than 
during the preceding month and other 
declines were even less. The advance 
of 2 per cent recorded in the price 
of miscellaneous products was due to 


such commodities as rubber, the price 
of which has been jumping sharply. 
As compafed with a yéar ago, it may 
be interesting to note, prices of May 
showed a’ 5] per cent advance, mis- 
cellaneous commodities averaging 17 
per cent higher. 

Of the 404 commodities for which 
price data were collected during May 
for comparison with April, increases 
were shown in 7 instances and de- 
creases in 154 instances. In 174 cases

Demonstration 


Coal Miners 


Russellville, Ark., June 26.—A)— 
Several thousand persons, miners and 
members of their families, from four 


counties in northwestern Arkansas, 
arrived here shortly after 5 o'clock 
this afternoon to participate in one 
of the largest union labor demonstra- 
tions in the history of the coal-mining 
region of Arkansas. The last count 
of the automobiles, taken at London, 
eight miles west, showed 700 automo- 
biles in line, and it was estimated by 
the time they reached Russellville 300 
more had joined the procession, which 
started at Ozark, 60 miles away. 
The miners from Franklin, John- 
son and Logan counties congregated 
at Ozark earlier in the day and en- 
route were joined by others. The men, 
many of whom are on strike, had 
with them their wives and children. 


Between 300 and 400 miners at 
the Bernice Anthracite Coal com- 
pany’s mines here, as well as men at 


other large mines in western Arkan- 
sas are on strike in an effort to keep 
the 1924 wage scale in forge. The 
operators seek to return to the 1917 
wage scale, saying they cannot prof- 
itably operate their mines on the 1924 
scale, owing to the narrow seams. 

The miners, on arriving here, drove 
past the Bernice mines, which are 
closed, no effort being made to oper- 
ate them at this time, but did not 
stop. They congregated for addresses 
by their leaders and by David Fow- 
ler, union representative from Scran- 
ton, Pa., and Homer James, of Me- 
Alester, Okla., vice president of dis- 
trict No, 21, United Mine Workers of 
America. 


CHILD LEGISLATIONS 
BILLS ARE COMPLETED 


Final drafts of eight bills for pro- 
tection of dependent, delinquent, de- 
fective and neglected children were 
completed Friday at a meeting of the 
Georgia Children’s code commissivn, 
and it was announced they would be 
introduced in both houses of the gen- 
eral assembly next week. Mrs. Vio- 
la Ross Napier, of Bibb county, will 
sponsor the house measures and the 
legislation will reach the senate 
through Senator R. O. Perkins, of 
Muscogee. 

The commission accepted the child 
labor bill drafted by Hal Stanley, 
commissioner of commerce and labor, 
which was introduced in the house 
Friday by Mrs. Napier as a substi- 
ture fo: the commissioin’s bill. San- 
ley’s measures includes all provisions 
of the commission’s bill and adds pro- 
hibition of employment of children un- 
der 14 in certain dangerous occupa- 
tions. : 

A request of the colored woman's 
clubs that the commission include in 
its recommendations a bill establish- 
ing a training school for delinquent 
negro girls was presented and dis- 
cussed. While the members indi- 
vidually were very much in sympathy 


, with the movement. and expressed the., 


personal hope. that the legislature + 
would pass such a bill they felt that 
it was too late to“include it in their 
program. :
